Emma Harriet 7 Schureman, b. July 2. 1843; d. June 19 or 21. 1918, m. 
Dec. 26, 1866, Major Berend Heinrich (Henry) Herman Huttman, b. Apr. 2, 
1838 in Altona, Holstein, a subject of Denmark, as Schleswig-Holstein 
was then under Danish rule. He was, however of German blood. He came 
to America in 1858, enlisted in the 72nd N. Y. Regiment for the Civil 
War, participated in many engagements and was discharged in 1865, a 
Brevet Major. A member of the Loyal Legion. They lived most of their 
married life in Brooklyn, N. Y. In 1905 they removed to New York. 
Henry Huttman was for many years Junior Partner in the firm of Charles 
Pfizier and Co., Manufacturing Chemists. He was a finely educated young 
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man when he came to America, being a trained chemist, widely 
German liserature speaking German. Danish. English and French 
Knowing business Spanish. He was for many years a successful busin 
man, He d. Jan. 19 cr 20 1919. Emma Harriet (Schureman) Huttman was 
a beautiful, charming. cultured woman, caring greatly for music. She 
was the soul of generosity toward those she loved. She was the godmother 
of the writer of this family history giving her the name of her belovea 
deceased little sister "Ida Frances" transposed "Frances [da" and the 
writer s earliest childish memory is of a visit which "Cy 
made at the old homestead of Samuel Tompkins and Martha 
Schureman. A later memory is of a letter arriving one C 
ontaining a check for one thousand dollars to pay «the mo 
homestead as a Christmas greeting *o Samuel and Martha.

Another description reads 
part at a Gateway belonging to Benjamin F. Burling adjoining ‘the land of John 
Schureman on the North end By a parallel with the School house and A Carriage 
house or barn belunging to Jonathan Badeau." John B. Schureman s name is 
frequently mentioned in the town records in connection with public affairs 
at New Rochelle. He was Inspector of Highways i18le 1814 and 1819-1821, Con 
stable, Commissioner of Schuols 1818-1821, Assessor 1824.

671--R-15; MOORE-CLARK: Ancestry wanted of William Moore and his wife Keziah Clark 
both of Conn. Their children were: Mary Ann b. abt. 1812, m. Samuel Roberts above; 
William P. b. 1816, d. 1860, never married; Caroline F,, m. ----Drake; Keziah H., 
m. ----Adams. William Moore and son, William P., moved to Detroit abt. 1840. 
Keziah Clark died in East before family moved to Detroit. William Moore married 
2nd &@ widow. From this marriage one child, Margaret Moore, married older brother 
of John S. Newberry. 


672 -M-24; HENDERSON FAMILY of Michigan and Ontario: Anson Henderson, b. Mar. 1 
1809, d. Apr. 15, 1885, m. Apr. 1828, Lucretia Davis who d. Sept. 20. 1842. They 
had Maria Lucretia Henderson, b. Sept. 15 1842, d. Jan. 12, 1910. She m. May 22 
1861 Phillip Stephen Donnelly, and was afterward known as Mrs. Aaron W. Gamble. 

Betsey (Blizabeth) Henderson, b. Aug. 24, 186. d. July 31, 1854; m. as his 
first wife, Mar. 9, 1825, James Francis Baby (b. July 19. 1798, d. Feb. 22, 1862), 
they adopted Maria Henderson above. 

Were Anson and Betsey Henderson above brother and sister? Was their father 
James Henderson? If so. did this James Henderson die in Mooretown, Ontario, Mar. 
9, 18537 What was the name of his wife? He probably had kept a tavern in Columbus 
Township. St. Clair Co., Michigan. 


673-H-6; HILL-MALCOLM: Wanted full name date and place of birth of the Hill man 
who married Helen Malcolm and had dau. Wilhelmina. b. before 1/99. When and where 
did he marry? Want all data also concerning his parents and his children; all in- 
formation about the marriages of the children, eSpecially full names, dates and 
places of the son‘s children. (Mr. Hill, the querist, has, nv doubt the 
largest collection of Hill names and records in the country.) 


674-D-3; CLARK. Deacon Blijah(4) Clark, (Wm.(3) John(2), Wm.(1). a resident of 
Northampton, Mass., died 1791. aged 60. He had two sons, Luther b. Oct. 7, 1/67; 
Enos; possibly others. Data wanted re. descendants of these two sons. 


675 -D-8, CLARK: Will appreciate any leads or information re. ancestors of Enus 
Clark bt. Sept. 1, 1796, m. at Ballston Springs, N. Y., Sophronia Cowing. He died 
Jan. 9, 1843. at East Leroy Mich. Enos was one of three sons; one. whose name 

is unknown, was born March 3. 1801; m. 1st Betsy Filter, 2nd the widow Tichner; 
lived at Renselaerville N. Y. (Albany Co.) when son, Andrew, was born Oct.5,1825. 
He died in Frankfort, Herkimer Co., N.Y. No record of trother, Geo. Clark. Enos 
Clark s feather was known as Major Clark. He lived at one time at Great Barrington 
Mass.; moved to New York State. He died abt. 1680/7. 


676-D-8, DAVIS CLARK-CARPENTER: Want data on mother of Enos Clark, 6.1796. Her 
maiden name was Davis; m. lst ---Clark, m. 2nd -.-Carpenter; one son by second 
marriage, George Carpenter, died at New York Mills, three miles from Utica, On- 
eida Co., N.Y. abt 1885.
